Object to 60 Foot 
Wide State Road 

Claim Township Ruling^ 
Was Unneccessary and 
Poor Planning 

The Gladwj^ne Civic Associated 
reopened the issue of road replot- 
ting in Lower Merion Township 
this week and announced the re- 
sults of a public opinion poll among 
residents on Conshohocken State 
Rd, 

John L. Randall, chairman of the 
Association's highway committee, 
said thatt only( three out of 13 
adults interview favored the 60- 
foot width ,to which the township 
commissioners recently rcplotted 
the road. 

The poll, which was conducted 
by the highway committee, was 
presented to the directors of the 
Civic Association Tuesday night. 

Directors said they were "con- 
vinced that such a development 
would be detrimental in terms of 
commercialization, trafRc nuisancv? 
and hazard to human life." 

They said they felt that the town- 
ship ordinance replotting the road 
"both unnecessary and poor town- 
ship planning:." 

Directors also added that they 
intended to take further polls 
among their citizens to determine 
sentiment in regard to road re- 
plotting. 

The township road replotting or- 
dinance was passed May 21, 1947, 
by a unanimous vote of Lower 
Merion Commissioners, including 
Gladwyne's commissioner, E. A. 
Stuebner. 

A statoment issued following the 
Gladwj'ne directors meeting read, 
in part: 

"Using a 'standard questionaire, 
the Highwary Committee ofj the 
Gladwyne Civic Association tried 
to intei'vMew every adult living on 
Conshohocken S( ate Road in the 
Gladwjme District. A total of 136 
persons were called upon and of 
these, 133 felt that the paved sur- 
face of Conshohocken State Road 
should be limited to its present 
"Width and that the plo^tted righj, 
of way should be Sb feet or less. 
Only three favored a wider paved 
surface and of these three, two 
would limit the plotted right of 
way to 50 feet. Eighty-flve persons 
requested that the Civic A_ssocia- 
tion ask the commissioners to re- 
duce the plotted right of way to 
less than 56 feet.

Residents in No Hurry to Pay 
Increased Taxes, Says Collector 



Narberth residents are apparent- 
ly in no hurry to pay their newly 
inci eased taxes. 

In^fact, some are definitely— and 
vocally— unhappy about the boost, 
especially about the $5 per capita 
tax imposed by the School Board 
on top of a four-mill raise in the 
regular school tax. 

Ever since the tax bills went out 
Mrs* Ruth Grace, Borough Secre- 
tary, and John R. Hall, Tax Col- 
lector, have received a steady 
stream of calls protesting the new 
levy. 

"It certainly seems like a good 
deal, when there are four in one 
family who have to pay," was a 
typical complaint voiced by one 
householder this week. 

To date. Hall reported, only six 
percent of the residents have taken 
advantage of the two percent dis- 
count on the per capita tax which 
is allowed If it is paid before Sep- 
tember 1, 1947. A penalty of five 
percent is imposed if the tax is not 
paid by November 1. 



Reasons for the school tax boost, 
according to the Narberth School 
Board, were: (1) raises of $300 per 
year for each of the school dis- 
trict's 28 teachers and other em- 
ployes; (2) a new gymnasium floor, 
and (3) new furnaces. The salary 
raises alone will add $8400 to the 
board*s budget this year. 

In addition to the ;school and per 
capita taxes, borough residents arc 
also liable for property and occupa- 
tional taxes based on a borough 
tax rate of 18.5 mills for each $100 
of assessed valuation, an increase 
of one-half mill over last year. 

For property owners, the tax 
schedule is as foUdws: 

School tax. ;23 mills plus the per 
capita tax; County tax, 1.5. mills; 
Borough tax, 18.5 mills.

NURSES VIEWPOINT: 



Nurses Indorse New Wage Scales 
Claim Present Salary Inadequate 



By RUTH EDGAR 

Bryn Mawr Hospital nurses this 
week emphatically endorsed the 
new wage scales proposed by the 
Pennsylvania State Nurses* Asso- 
ciation last month. 

They pointed* to the inadeqiiacy 
of their own salaries as evidence 
of the necessity for pay increases. 

The Association's proposal, made 
June 30, was for a .$180 minimum 
gross salary, effective October 1, 
1947. 
Net Salary: $98.35 

"Take my case for an example/' 
Nurse A told this reporter. "I get 
$110 a month. By living in the hos- 
pital, I save room rent. In addition 
I am provided with three meals a 
day. After reduction of income tax 
and Blue Cross, my net is $98.35. 
Here*a what happens to it: 

"A large part is spent buying the 
daily milk-shakes and sandwiches 
which I And necessary to supple- 
ment the hospital diet. I eat out at 
least once a day, spending at least 
50 cents each time." 

On a 7-day-a-week basis that 
$3.50 a week— or not less than $15 
a month. That leaves Miss A $83.35 
a month to buy uniforms, other 
clothes and to spend on amuse- 
ments and personal Items— cigar- 
ets, candy, medicine, gifts, card.-?, 
newspapers and magazines. In a 
five week month it comes to $15.56

says. "I simply can't. And as for 
saving anything, that's impossible, 
unless you are so frugal or so tem- 
perate that you have no need for 
spending money.

At that, the nurse added, her 
present salary is an improvement 
over the wages paid three months 
ago. A blanket raise went into ef- 
fect at the end of May. Until that 
time, nurses on general duty were 
paid $90 a month, gross. 

Nurse B lives at home. She is 
paid .$135 per month. Income tax 
and Blue Cross deductions account 
for $15, leaving $120. Carfare costs 
$10, leaving $110. 
Rent: $15 a month. 

"My parents only accept $16 a 
month for room rent, thank good- 
ness," says Miss B. "I know I 
couldn't get a room for that. StIU 
I feel I would like to help more 
at home. I have $95 a month — or 
about $19 a 'week— to *play around 
with.' I spend a good part of It 6n 
food, going outside to grab a sand- 
wich and a coke, or some ice cream, 
to add to the hospital meal I get 
each day.

magazine on that money, and have 
anything left to bank?" 

Nurse C, discussing the wage 
problem, declared: 

"One of the things we mind Is 
that nurses on operating room 
duty, or maternity duty, are not 
paid any more than the general 
duty nurses. In other hospitals it 
is the custom to compensate nurses 
having these special jobs, which re- 
quire extra alertness, and are much 
harder on you. Another thing, 
there isn't any night diiTerential. 
Why, even in factories, they pay 
you more for working the 3 P. M. 
to 11 P. M. shift, or the 11 P. M. to 
7 A. M." 

Nurse D confirmed the other 
nurses' stories. She added, for the 
record, that nurses passing their 
State Board examinations received 
a ten-dollar raise. $120 for those 
living In; $145 for those living out- 
side. However, she said: 

"Just to add to our troubles, a 
notice was posted this week regard- 
ing medication. Up until now wc 
had our presdriptions filled and 
bought our medicine in the hos- 
pital. Most drug store prescriptiort 
counters give a professional dis- 
count to nurses, but it was simpler 
to get It right here. This week we 
were told that nurses must pay the 
•full cost of the drugs — plus ten 
percent. In other words. It Is now 
cheaper ior us to fill prescrli»tlong 
outside than In our ovm nospltat.

Petition tor Borough 
52 Years Ago 

One year and seven months 
elapsed before a petition asking 
the incorporation of Narberth as a 
Borough was granted a little over 
52 years ago. 

The first petition, presented to 
the Montgomery County Court by 
members of the first Narberth As- 
sociation, was refused because the 
presiding judge, Aaron S. Swartz, 
recognized four objections present- 
ed by townsmen and businessmen 
alike. 

It was not until January 21, 1895, 
that Judge Swartz confirmed a 
petition which had been altered to 
meet the demands of the objectors. 
Boundary lines seemed to be the 
greatest bugaboo, and during the 
time that elapsed between the two 
petitions, Narberth lost valuable 
ground to the east and south, that 
portion which is now a part of 
Ivower Merion Township's wealthy 
Merion section. 

During the actual organization of 
the Borough of Narberth, the work 
which is now handled by the Bor- 
ough Council was undertaken by 
the Narberth Association, a group 
dissolved in 1895. 

Ownership of Narberth dates 
back to the beginning of Pennsyl- 
rania when William Penn was giv-

en a tract of land, bounded on the 
east by the Delaware River start- 
ing at a point 12 miles east due 
north of Now Castle. 

Unable to use all of this land, 
Penn sold it to a group of Welsh 
men who came to this country Au- 
gust 14, 1682. However, it was not 
until 1887 that the land was sold 
to the Commonwealth Title Insur- 
ance Co., which made extensive 
plans for the development of the 
section. 

Plans were laid for a model vil- 
lage, including streets 'called Hav- 
erford and Windsor running east 
and west, and lona, Hampden, 
Grayling, Forrest, Essex, Dudley 
and Conway running north and 
south. 

Before laying out the model vil- 
lagCp the land south of the railroad 
was known as the town of Elm. 



The exact date ^upon which Elm 
tecame a part of Narberth is not 
known, although it is thought to 
have happened in 1892. 

Narberth is said to have been 
named by George Roberts, when 
he became president of the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad. Being a lineal 
descendant of the original Welsh 
settlers, Roberts is said to have 
named the town from the Welsh 
term "na," meaning not, and 
"berth," meaning beautiful.
